Court of Appeals Hands Down Decision in Case Against Joint 
Congressional Printing Committee—Committee Lodged 
With Discretion That May Not Be Controlled by Manda- 
mus—Small Publishers Said to Be Preparing Gigantic 
Petition in Favor of Smith Bill—Mr. Dodge Again Pro- 
tests Against $2.50 Rate for Government Paper— 
Government Paper Estimates Given. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

WasHINGTON, December 3, 1917.—The Court of Appeals of the 
District of Columbia handed down its opinion today in the case 
of the Champion Coated’ Paper Company against the Joint Com- 
mittee on Printing, of Congress, in which the paper company asked 
that it be awarded certain paper contracts on last year’s schedule 
on which it was. the low bidder. The court held against the Cham- 
pion Company. 

The case was taken to the Court of Appeals from the Supreme 
Court of the District of Columbia, when the latter court held that 
there was no case against the committee. The decision handed 
down today was an appeal from the decision of the District Su- 
preme Court, dismissing the petition for writ of mandamus com- 
pelling the committee to award the contract. 

In the short decision the Court of Appeals said in part: 

“The action of the Committee in rejecting all bids amounted to 
nothing more than an exercise of the discretion reserved to it in 
the advertisement under which the bids were submitted.” Con- 
tinuing the Court said: 

“In view of the character of the reports which are required to 
be made made to Congress by the Public Printer under Section 22 
of the Printing Act, it is reasonable to believe that the interpreta- 
tion of the Committee has met the approval of Congress.” And in 
finally dismissing the case the Court says: 

“Tt is evident that the provision requiring the contract to be 
awarded ‘to the lowest and best bidder for the interest of the Gov- 
ernment’ lodges a discretion with the Committee which may not 
be controlled by mandamus.” 

The only possible thing that the Champion Company can now 
do is to take the case to the Supreme Court of the United States, 
and it does not seem possible, in view of the decisions that have 
been rendered, when the case did not even seem to have a “show,” 
that this will be done. 

There has been considerable interest evidenced in this case in 
Washington among Government Purchasing Agents, but no one 
with whom your correspondent has talked about the case, as al- 
ready reported many times in the PAPER TRADE JOURNAL, seems to 
have thought that the paper company had “‘a leg to stand on.” 

One of the things that was taken up very strenuously by the 
attorney for the Champion Company in presenting his case to both 
courts, was that the Committee has no moral right to buy paper 
en the open market. And yet, at this time, when the nation is at 
war, there is no question but what, if the case ever should have 
come to trial, that the Joint Committee would have taken the mat- 
ter of purchasing on the open market as a “war necessity” and 
gotten away with it. 


Interest in the Smith Resolution 


It has just become known here that a number of the smaller 
newspaper publishers associations are preparing a gigantic petition 
to send to Congress asking for the passage of the so-called Smith 
resolution. This occurs just at the time when it had been thought, 
and perhaps correctly, that the newsprint situation was about 
cleared up for the time being. 

Representatives of some of the small publishers associations in 


Washington at this time say that they are satisfied with the price 
agreed upon by the Department of Justice, but they are afraid 
that the manufacturers will break their agreement, as they did once 
before with the Federal Trade Commission. 

Senator Smith reached Washington the latter part of last week 
and is looking carefully into the situation. He intends, it is un- 
derstood, in the very near future to have a conference on the sub- 
ject with Commissioner Colver, who is now handling news print 
matters for the Commission. At that time he intends to cover the 
whole situation and to ascertain if it would be wise to push his 
resolution or let it pass by the boards for the time being. 


Speculation Regarding $2.50 Price 


Just what effect the news print agreement will have on the price 
ot $2.50 fixed by Secretary of War Baker for war emergency 
work at the Government Printing Office is a matter which is being 
discussed in some quarters here to-day. 

Government officials state frankly that they don’t see that any- 
thing can be done about it, in spite of the agreement, until the 
Secretary has rescinded his order which was to the effect that 
news print paper for war emergency work should be furnished at 
$2.50. 

It is understood that Philip T. Dodge has recently sent another 
protest by telegraph to Government officials stating that he con- 
siders the $2.50 rate too low and unreasonable and asks that fur- 
ther consideration be given the matter. 

It is pointed out by officials of the Joint Committee on Printing 
ot Congress that the Committee need not be bound by any agree- 
nent which has been reached by other Government departments, 
but it is admitted that such an agreement would probably have 
much to do with future prices. It is probable that sometime in 
tlhe near future the order of the Secretary of War will be res- 
cinded or that a $3.00 rate will be substituted for the present rate. 


Estimates for Government Paper 


When the Secretary of the Treasury sent his book of estimates 
to the House of Representatives at the convening of Congress to- 
day, a number of important paper items were contained in it. 

The War Department asks for $8,782,000 for the purchase of 
paper for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1918. The amount ex- 
pended in 1917 has been $473,701.52. 

The Public Printer asks for an appropriation of $1,813,000 for 
paper, stating that the amount expended in 1917 was $2,353,615.08. 

The Department of the Interior asks for $157,615.99, stating that 
$160,850 was expended during the fiscal year 1917. 

The War Department asks for the $315,000 for paper, stating 
that in 1917 $36,006.70 was expended, and the same department asks 
for $137,000 for envelopes for the same time, stating that $16, 
203.18 was expended for envelopes in 1917. 

The Director of the Bureau of Standards asks for an appropria- 
tion of $20,000 to carry on the work of the paper laboratory for 
the fiscal year 1918. 

The Secretary of Agriculture asks for an appropriation of $10,000 
to carry on the naval stores investigation of the Paper Laboratory 
oi the Bureau of Chemistry. This is the same amount asked for 
and received last year. 


To Solve Government’s Purchasing Problems 


the 


The Government has worked out a tentative solution of 
purchasing problem, through the Council of National Defense. 
Recognized to be one of the most important war-time issues as 
purchasing is, the plan now in use is believed satisfactory by offi- 
cials in touch with the situation. 

Because of the desire to give this arrangement a thorough try- 
out, it is said by officials of the Council that the establishment of 
a central purchasing agency, which has been urged by some, is not 
now contemplated. 

In. brief the plan is one by which scores of Government bureaus 
are submitting lists of all purchases to be passed upon by the 
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War Industries Board, of the Council. Large purchases now be- 
ing made by allied governments in this country pass through the 
same channel. Each of these governments which is buying ex- 
tensively in the United States has established offices in the coun- 
cil's building. 

The very good reason given for this plan instead of the central 
purchasing agency, is to avoid rooting up and wrecking all the 
buying agencies created to meet the peculiar needs of special de- 
partments and bureaus, all of whom are in close touch with the 
sources of supply, and are equipped to give specifications of ex- 
actly what is needed. 


Joint Printing Committee Meets 


The specifications committee of the Joint Committee on Print- 
ing, of Congress, which has charge of making any necessary 
changes in the annual schedule for purchasing paper for the 
Government Printing Office held a meeting yesterday and about 
completed its work for the year. 

The only thing now remaining is the short report to accompany 
the changes when they are forwarded to the Joint Committee. 
F. T. Veitch, chairman of the specifications committee, is to write 
his report in the very near future and the whole matter will be 
referred to the Joint Committee by the middle of the month. 

Judge Moore to Hear Curtis Co. Evidence 


The Federal Trade Commission to-day designated Charles F. 
ore, examiner, to hear testimony and take evidence in the 


The hearings will be held in New York City, beginning at 10 
a. m., Thursday, December 6. 

The Curtis Publishing Company is accused of “using unfair 
methods of competition in violation of Section 5 of the Trade 
Commission Act.” This alleged violation, the complaint asserts, 
consists of refusal on the part of the Curtis Company to sell its 
periodicals and publications to any dealer who will not agree not 
to sell or distribute the perioditals and publications of certain 
competitors of the respondent. 

May Some Papers Be Considered Non-Essentials? 


There have been persistent rumors among the trade to the 
effect that the manufacture of some kinds of paper will be con- 
sidered a non-essential by the Government. 

The matter of non-essential business is now being taken up by 
the Priority Board of the Council of National Defense and offi- 
cials of the Board refuse to discuss the rumor at all. As a mat- 
ter of fact they will not talk of the non-essential list at all at 
It is their desire, it is understood, to keep the non- 
essential list secret if that is to be at all possible. It is hard to see 
how this can be done, but it may be arranged. At any rate they 
refuse to discuss the paper situation in its connection with non- 
essentials. 

Adjustment of Labor Supply to War Needs 

The Council of National Defense has issued the following state- 
ment: 

As the demands of the Government for more supplies of all 
sorts have increased there have necessarily arisen in the various 
Departments placing war orders a considerable number of pro- 
blems relative to proper adjustment of labor supply to the war 
needs. 

In order to secure a basis of facts on which to work out poli- 
cies, the Council of National Defense has authorized the Director 
to undertake the following work: 

1. To determine present and probable future demands for labor 
in war industries. 

2. To determine in connection with the Priorities Committee 
of the War Industries Board the relative priorities of the labor 
demand, 

3. To arrange for the supplying of the demand through the De- 
partment of Labor*or such other governmental or civilian agen- 
cies as can best meet the demand. 


this time. 
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4. To determine the needs for dilution of labor including in- 
troduction of women into industry and recommend policies to be 
followed in regard thereto. 

This work under the Council has been put under the immediate 
charge of L. C. Marshall, who is designated Chief of the Section 
on Industrial Service. Mr. Marshall comes to this work from the 
deanship of the School of Commerce and Administration of the 
University of Chicago. He has given his time recently to the 
special consideration of labor matters as affecting certain procure- 
ment divisions of the War. Department, and thus takes up the new 
work with broad general information and special detailed knowl- 
edge of a number of the more pressing problems. 

It is not contemplated that there will be created under the 
Council any agencies for executive action with respect to the pro- 
blems concerned. The purpose is to have under the Council a 
section to which these various labor problems may be brought for 
common consideration. The new Section will work in close co- 
cperation with the War Industries Board and its Priorities Com- 
mittee and will, like the War Industries Board, bring to the Coun- 
cil digested information from all Government departments as to 
the above subjects. 

Policies can then be worked out to secure the most efficient 
utilization of existing agencies and to facilitate the development 
of such new agencies as may be necessary. 

Mr. Andrews on War Savings Stamp Propaganda 

Ross P. Andrews, of the R. P. Andrews Paper Company, has 
been appointed a member of the executive committee for the Dis- 
trict of Columbia on the War Savings Stamp propaganda. Mr. 
Andrews is to appoint a committee to work under himself, each 
member of whom will appoint sub-committees, who will have a 
certain district to cover and see to it that every house is pro- 
vided with the literature in connection with the War Savings 
Stamps. 

The Washington Paper Can Company, a subsidiary company 
of the American Paper Can Company, of which Mr. Andrews is 
president is working here at full capacity, turning out some 30,000 
cans a day. 


Investigating Dyestuff Situation 


S. A. H. Wetmore, formerly connected for many years with 
the British Board of Trade and now in the employ of British 
Dyes, Ltd., has recently been in Washington taking up the dye- 
stuff situation with officials here. He follows Dr. M. O. Forster 
who has already been here. 

Mr. Wetmore will spend some weeks in this country during 
which time he will take up with prominent chemists and various 
cyes manufacturers of the country just what our industry will be 
able to furnish to British manufacturers at the conclusion of the 
war, so that England will not have to purchase her dyestuffs 
from Germany. In other words both Dr. Forster, also of British 
Dyes, Ltd., and Mr. Wetmore, are trying to ascertain just how 
the United States manufacturers can supplement the English out- 
put for the future. 

Forest Service officials have just received the monthly report 
from the Forest Products Laboratory, at Madison, Wis. 

In connection with the paper and pulp work done there it is 
stated that during the month 18 cooks were made by the sulphate 
or kraft process, including the following woods: Balsam, white 
pine, sugar pine, sitka and block spruce, hemlock, redwood and 
others. 

It is said that a good grade of kraft pulp was prepared from all 
of these woods, except that the redwood produced a very dark 
reddish color sheet. It was thought that this could be overcome 
by increasing the amount of cooking chemical, or length of time 
of cooking, but the trials were unsuccessful in this respect. Red- 
wood contains a coloring matter of high tensional strength, it is 
said, and the color is readily dissolved by the alkali, but apparently 
is not destroyed by pulping. 
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CAR SHORTAGE TROUBLES 
NEW YORK PAPER MAKERS 


Although They Have Already Suffered Considerable Inconveni- 
ence They Admit That They See Mure Things in Store 
During the Winter Months—If Conditions Continue Mills 
Will Require Large Storage Space or Will Be Forced to 
Discontinue Manufacture—Dividend of 15 Per Cent. Will 
Be Distributed to Creditors of the Cylinder Paper Co.— 
Plan to Save Forest on McKenzie Mountain. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Watertown, N. Y., December 3, 1917.—The paper mill that has 
limited storage facilities seems destined to much trouble this 
winter. In fact, the paper manufacturers see grave trouble with 
car shortage staring them in the face. They have already met 
them to a certain degree, but admit that they see worse things in 
store. 

The car shortage and embargo orders by the government com- 
bine to cause the trouble. They may be expected to get worse 
before better. 

The experience of one prominent company is typical of prac- 
tically all of them. This concern had a box car half loaded when 
the railroad company ordered the car emptied of paper to comply 
with the wishes of the government. This was done, and later 
another car was practically filled when it had to be emptied for the 
same reason. Even at that the paper company received official 
criticism for holding up these cars. 


, Another Difficulty in Paper Delivery 

Another difficulty in paper delivery is met here. An order was 
recently enforced for several days here to the effect that all cars 
unloaded in the section should be sent to Buffalo empty. This 
bothered companies that used their wood cars to reload with 
paper. Again, the government thas placed embargoes on ship- 
ments into certain cities, and this blocks the way to other points 
beyond where orders are booked. 

If these conditions continue, and even get worse, every mill will 
require large storage space, or be forced to stop manufacture. 
Before spring much serious trouble is expected. 


To Save Forest on Mt. McKenzie 

The donation of 500 acres of timber lands in the Adirondacks 
at $10 an acre is offered by a New York man who is anxious to 
preserve the virgin forests on the top of McKenzie Mountain. 
This is the substance of a letter just received from Richard J. 
Donovan, a prominent lawyer on Broadway, who withholds the 
name of his client, but asks other owners to make similar con- 
tributions to the concerns owning the lands on this mountain, 

The purpose is to preserve this tract, but it is obvious that the 
paper manufacturing companies owning McKenzie Mountain will 
ultimately need the pulp wood on this tract. The tract offered, 
it is estimated, will cut from fifteen to twenty thousand cords of 
pulp wood, and the owner will contribute it at the nominal price of 
$10 an acre. The attorney mentions the fact that there are many 
other private owners in the section, and that if a few of them 
will be as liberal in their contributions the beautiful peak will be 
saved. Other contributions are awaited. 

Cylinder Paper Co. Declares Dividend 

A dividend of 15 per cent. will be distributed to the creditors 
of the Cylinder Paper Company at the meeting of creditors Tues- 
day, before Federal Judge Ray at Utica. In addition to that other 


disbursements and expenses will be allowed. 
This is the second dividend declared since the company went 


into involuntary bankruptcy over two years ago. The first divi- 
dend was for 20 per cent. 

When the paper company failed a list of 65 -creditors was 
mentioned. The record showed indebtedness of between two and 
three hundred thousand dollars. The largest creditor was the 
Newton Falls Paper Company, to the extent of $41,000, with E, M. 
Hall next for $12,000. . 

An effort was made to keep the company out of formal bank- 
ruptcy when Frank L. Moore headed a committee to conduct the 
plant, but a Utica creditor forced the crash. None of the creditors 
doubt now the bad judgment of forcing the issue, for the high 
prices of paper obtained since the company failed would have 
given a clean slate long since. The J. H. Hahn Company first 
bought the plant, and it is now owned by the Hinde & Dauch 
Company. 

Stuart D. Lansing, head of the Bagley & Sewell Company, is 
trustee of the bankrupt, with Smith & Phelps, attorneys. 


N. Y. Times Buys Tidewater Mill 


Negotiations have been concluded by the New York Times 
for the ownership of the Tidewater Mills at the Bush Terminal, 
Brooklyn, N. Y. 

The reported purchase price was given at $550,000 although 
whether this included the bonds outstanding could not be learned 
nor could this figure be verified. 

The negotiations were carried on with the North American 
Pulp & Paper Company and J. E. A. Dubuc of Chicoutimi, owners 
of th: mill property. The plant has an estimated output of 
27,000 tons of news print annually. 

The Times will take possession on January 1 and begin to 
manufacture news print at once. The present news print used 
by the Times is supplied by the Donnacona Paper Company, 
Ltd., of Canada. Whether the purchase of the Tidewater mill 
means that purchase from the former company will be dropped 
could not be learned. 

The final announcement of the sale came as something of a 
surprise to the trade. The Times in the spring of this year was 
known to be seeking the purchase of the mill but its activity in 
this direction was dropped. William R. Hearst was then said 
to be very much interested in the Tidewater Mill and negotia- 
tions proceeded to a somewhat advanced stage but were finally 
dropped. Mr. Hearst has been on the lookout for mills to sup- 
ply his New York papers and is reported at the present time as 
being interested in a mill project at Ogdensburg, New York. 
After Mr. Hearst and The North American Pulp & Paper Com- 
pany could not agree on the proposition the Times again entered 
the field and consummated the present deal. 

The equipment at the Tidewater Mill consists of two 152 inch 
machines.

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SALES DEPARTMENT CHANGES 
IN AMERICAN WRITING PAPER 


George A. Galliver Is Made General Manager of the Company, 
Succeeding Alfred Leeds, Recently Resigned—Directors 
of the Company Have Decided Upon an Intensification of 
the Sales and an Increasing Nationalization of Its Product 
—Business Is More Satisfactory, Although Company's 
Sales for Last Six Months Will Not Equal Those for the 
First Six Months of the Year. 


[From OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Hotyoxe, Mass., December 3, 1917.—Although nothing of a 
definite nature is as yet forthcoming, the entire Sales Department 
of the American Writing Paper Company is to be re-vamped, or 
reorganized. Almost an entire change over from the present 
policy, to one that is more modern and far more satisfactory, is 
being contemplated. It has been evident all along that the men 
who came in charge of the affairs of the company at the first of 
the year have realized that the company’s selling position was not 
as strong as could be hoped for. So now comes the announcement 
that the directors of the company and other high officials have 
practically decided upon an intensification of the sales or an 
increasing nationalization of its products. The company has the 
equipment and plants to do a gross business of $22,000,000 to 
$25,000,000 a year, and it is towards this end that those in charge 
have been seeking a system of selling that will enable the company 
to do a maximum business, that the new plans are being laid. 

Since the resignation of Alfred Leeds as general manager and 
vice-president of the company, the directors have been casting 
about for a new man to assume this important office. George A. 
Galliver had been elected by the directors of the company for this 
position, which embraces tremendous responsibilities. Mr. Gal- 
liver has already assumed his new duties and was at the offices of 
the American Writing Paper Company during the past week. His 
association with the company will undoubtedly prove a valuable 
asset to the company, since his wide experience as an industrial 
manager and in other lines has made him capable in every 
respect to become general manager and vice-president of this large 
concern. Since 1909 Mr. Galliver has been connected with Har- 
rison & Williams of New York as manager of public utilities 
companies. 

As has been repeatedly noted in the columns of the PAPER 
TRADE JouRNAL, business at the American Writing Paper Com- 
pany, not unlike most other local paper mills, fell off considerably 
during the summer months, so that the mills of the company 
were being operated to little more than half capacity. This made 
necessary the indefinite suspension of operations at two of the 
Riverside division plants. Since then, however, the sales have 
been steadily improving and at this writing the volume of business 
is running rapidly back to the best points attained during the first 
half of the year. The officials, however, are not over optimistic, 
and unless the unforeseen happens this month, it is hardly ex- 
pected that the sales for the last half of the year will equal those 
of the first six months. 


Paper Mills Have Holiday 

Business in the local paper industry, during the past week, was 
interrupted to a considerable extent, because of the Thanksgiving 
holiday. This year, for the first time in the history of the local 
industry, Thanksgiving Day was observed as a holiday on the part 
of the manufacturers, and all business was suspended. This was 
one of the concessions made to the Eagle Lodge of Papermakers, 
representing the local paper mill operatives in their recent agita- 
tion for a revision of the wage schedules and for extra holidays. 
The American Writing Paper Company resumed operations again 


Friday morning as did many of the other mills, but there were 
some, and this included some of the larger independent mills, who 
did not open shop again until this morning. 

Another additional holiday for the paper mill workers hereto- 
fore unobserved is New Year’s Day, which was also recently 
granted them by the manufacturers. 


Mill Rivalry in American Writing Co. 

One of the most important and interesting statistical compila- 
tions appearing in the Eagle A Weekly, the official house organ 
of the American Writing Paper Company, is the comparative 
standing of production at the different division mills of the com- 
pany. This has aroused a good-natured rivalry between the vari- 
ous mills, and of course the superintendents and others in charge 
are consequently striving to get out their biggest production so as 
to get a high rating. This includes the fine paper mills as well as 
those turning out the coarser papers and shows the capacity pro- 
duction; the actual number of pounds of paper produced during 
the past week on a 22-hour-a-day basis; the efficiency per machine; 
the highest previous record, and it also points out the increase 
or decrease in production and the comparative standing, during 
the previous week. The superintendents at the different division 
mills are “watching the other fellow” very closely, and since all the 
employes, from superintendent down, are showing the proper spirit 
in trying to better each other’s record as well as their previous 
records, the Eagle A Weekly has already proved its worth. 

The success of this is especially pleasing to John Brassington, 
engineer of the American Writing Paper Company, as it is from 
him that the chief “get together” and “pull together” spirit is 
emanating. 

Essex Pad & Paper Co. Elects Officers 

The season for annual meetings of the various paper manufac- 
turing establishments has now arrived. Today the Essex Pad & 
Paper Company held its annual meeting and elected the following 
officers: President, J. Edward Wilson; treasurer, James J. O’Don- 
nell; directors, Michael Cleary, Messrs. O’Donnell and Wilson. 


Holyoke Chamber of Commerce Meets 

At a meeting, held today, of the Holyoke Chamber of Commerce, 
of which practically all of the Holyoke paper manufacturers are 
members, a committee was appointed which is to consider nom- 
inations for directors of this body next year. Charles A. Chase, 
of the American Pad & Paper Company, and Philip Gridley, of the 
Crocker-McElwain Company, are included on the committee 
appointed. Among the paper manufacturers on the board of 
directors that retire this year are Joseph B. Weis, president of 
the Perfect Safety Paper Company, and Edward N. White, of the 
White & Wyckoff Manufacturing Company. 


Philadelphia Firm Leases New Quarters 

PHILADELPHIA, December 3, 1917.—The Paper Manufacturers’ 
company, 526-528 Cherry street, Philadelphia, has taken a long 
term lease on the property at Thirteenth and Noble streets, Phila 
delphia, and will take possession of it after February 1, 1918. 

This building is located on the tracks of the Philadelphia & 
Reading Railway, adjacent to the Thirteenth and Callowhill street 
freight station. It is a modern fireproof structure, with a sprinkler 
system, electric elevators and every modern convenience for the 
quick handling and storage of goods. A direct railroad siding 
enters the building, and the delivery motor trucks of the company 
can be loaded under cover inside of the building.

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PAPER MARKET IN CANADA 
CONTINUES RATHER QUIET 


Paper Making Plants Are Slack and Production Is Being Cur- 
tailed—No Price Changes Except in Parchment Paper, 
Which Have Declined Slightly—Some Talk About an 
Early Decline in Price of Book Paper, but the Situation on 
the Whole Does Not Seem to Warrant Such Reports— 
Other Influences Seem to Indicate Increase Rather Than a 
Decline—Monthly Exports of Pulp and Paper. 


[From OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Toronto, Ont., December 1, 1917.—The paper market is dull. 
Plants are slack and production is being curtailed. The printing 
business is quiet. These facts about sum up the present situation 
in the local field. December being usually a slow month in the 
trade, it is unlikely that there will be any improvement until after 
the New Year. 

There have been no recent price changes except in grease-proof 
and parchment papers, which have dropped a cent all around. In 
some quarters talk of an early decline in book papers is heard, 
based on the weakness in sulphite pulp and the reported importa- 
tion of United States paper. It is a question, however, whether 
such a reduction may be expected, as various factors are at work 
which would render a cut in present prices unwise. The prevailing 
prices of sulphite pulp are bound to be but temporary. There is 
a very serious shortage of coal, which will hamper production. 
Labor is scarce and inefficient and conscription will make it worse. 
Transportation facilities are unsatisfactory. All these influences, 
when they really become effective, will force prices up rather than 
down. 


The Book Paper Probe 


The second hearing in the inquiry into book paper prices, which 
was to have been held on December 8, has been postponed until 
aiter the election, which may mean after the New Year. In the 
meantime the Commissioner’s questionnaire has reached the indi- 
vidual manufacturers and is receiving attention. 

There is some hope yet that an arrangement may be reached 
between manufacturers and publishers which would preclude fur- 
ther investigation. Last week’s conference between the two par- 
ties, while without immediate result, let each side know where the 
other stood and paved the way toward a possible reconciliation. 
Concessions will obviously have to be made on both sides, but 
these should not be impossible of accomplishment. 

It has been one of the contentions of the publishers that Can- 
adian mills should reduce their prices, because paper can be 
imported from United States mills cheaper than it can be bought 
from domestic producers. Manufacturers here are inclined to 
question the accuracy of this statement, contending that when 
the duty of 35 per cent, the war tax of 7% per cent and the freight 
are added, the Canadian price is lower. Even admitting, however, 
that American paper is very much cheaper, it must not be for- 
gotten that cost of production in Canada is much higher. 

Manufacturers here fully expect that, if purchases by publishers 
from United States sources increase to any extent, an embargo 
will be placed on the export of paper by the United States Gov- 
ernment. There is no reason why the United States should be 
called on to furnish Canadian publishers with paper when there 
are Canadian sources from which a satisfactory supply could be 
obtained. It is not a reasonable situation, and that is one reason 
why Canadian manufacturers are not worrying very much. 

So far as price fixing here is concerned, manufacturers are 
puzzled as to just how it could be accomplished. Each manufac- 
turer has his own formulae for the production of the various 
grades of book paper, and it is a debatable question whether he 


could in justice be asked to divulge the composition of his paper, 
Commissioner Pringle evidently appreciates the complexity of the 
situation and would be relieved if the fixing of prices could be 
obviated by agreement between the two parties. 


Labor Conditions in the Industry 


The Labor Gazette for November, just published, gives the 
following information on the conditions in the pulp and paper 
industry throughout Canada. At St. John, N. B., the pulp mills 
were steadily employed, with a shortage of help noted in paper 
box factories. At Newcastle, N. B., pulp and paper mills were 
operating steadily and reported a scarcity of unskilled labor. At 
Sherbrooke, P. Q., pulp and paper mills continued busy, and at 
Three Rivers, P. Q., pulp and paper companies were in full opera- 
tion. At Hull, P. Q., the E. B. Eddy Company reported the pulp 
and paper industry somewhat slacker. The Ontario pulp, paper 
and beaver board mills in the neighborhood of St. Catharines con- 
tinued very busy. At Ottawa the paper bag and box trade showed 
increased activity, due mainly to preparations for the holiday trade. 
Paper box factories at Kitchener were working full time, as were 
aiso those in London and Windsor. At Sault Ste. Marie the 
Spanish River Pulp and Paper Company, employing 650 hands 
was running day and night. 
Coast were very busy.

Engine Room of Lockport Paper Co. Burns

The fire is believed to have started from 
defective insulation on the dynamo. The plant will be shut down 
while the loss is being adjusted.

Great Eastern Paper Co. Plans 


The story recently appeared in the press that the Great Eastern 
Paper Company had been incorporated in Bangor, Me., with the 
Hon. Charles W. Mullen, former member of the Maine public 
utilities commission, and Garret Schenck, president of the Great 
Northern Paper Company, as incorporators and active promoters.

Mr. Schenck is devoting his entire time to the affairs of the 
Great Northern Paper Company, the country’s second largest 
news print producer, and is not going afield into Canada to seek 
new timber land investments or assume additional burdens either 
of management or directorship. 


Inland Co. Reports Good Wood Outlook 


SpokANgE, Wash., November 26, 1917.—“We have no difficulty in 
getting help and have been unable to use all of our applicants,” 
states W. G. McNaughton, manager of the plant of the Inland 


Empire Paper Company at Millwood. “I do not know why it is, 
unless for the reason that we run steadily and make inducements 
for men to stay with us if we can depend upon them. We have 
operated our four woods camps in Idaho all summer, and outside 
of small delays have had plenty of men to carry on our opera- 
tions. 

“We use white fir and spruce in our manufacturing of paper, 
and in addition to the output of our camps we purchase large 
quantities of these woods from farmers in the timbering sections 
who cut them when clearing their land. The high price of wood 
for fuel has tended to put up the price of our pulp wood.”

Possibility of Paper Making from a Brazilian Fiber 

The Bulletin of the Commercial Association of Santos, in an 
article on the native fibers of Brazil, states that the association, 
for the purpose of investigating the possible use of the native 
fibers of the country in the manufacture of bagging material for 
sacks for coffee and grain exports, sent a letter to the Associacao 


Commercial of Belem, Para, Brazil. The reply, according to 
Consul Carl F. Deichman, Santos, showed the existence of a fiber 
which may be utilized for paper making. The Santos association 
wrote: 

“As this association is much interested in obtaining a fiber that 
would compare favorably with jute—the best material for coffiee 
sacks—in texture and quality, with the object of substituting it 
for jute in the making of bagging material, and has been informed 
that on the island of Marajo, in your State, there is a plant of 
the cane species which has strong white silky fibers, perhaps suit- 
able for making a light and strong material capable of taking the 
place of that made from the India fiber, we would respectfully re. 
quest that you favor us with information concerning it and send 
us, if possible, samples of this fiber, with such details about pro- 
duction, climatic conditions, appropriate soils, and the probable 
cost of the cloth (if it is made) per meter, as well as any other 
statistics or information which will enlighten us on the subject.” 

In reply the Para association stated that it had made inquiry of 
persons familiar with the subject not only in the capital, bit also 
in the interior of the State. The investigation showed that, not- 
withstanding the large number of textile fibers to be found there, 
none of them were adapted to an economical application to the 
desired use. “A textile mill in regular operation here,” it 
stated, “has experimented with various indigenous fibers, but with- 
out results, this failure being due to the difficulty of spinning, be- 
cause the spindles for jute or flax are not adapted to the prepara- 
tion of our fibers, some very tough, others very silky.” The let- 
ter continued: 

“Regarding the special plant to which you refer on the 
of Marajo, we obtained nothing definite, which leads us to 
that there was a mistake in the information given to your 
ciation. In this island and in general in all the region 
lower Amazon, along its branches, a plant called ‘aninga’ al 
and is very well adapted to the manufacture of paper, but 
absolutely useless for spinning and weaving.” 

A Tribuna, which publishes the letters exchanged between the 
associations, calls attention to the fact here brought out that there 
is in Para among the various fibrous plants one which is well 
adapted to the making of paper, and that there is a superabundance 
of this plant in the fertile regions of the north. “It would be well 
for our industrialists,” it says, “to take note of this valuable infor- 
mation, as well as of that which the association is still expecting 
from the other States regarding the existence in each one of them 
cf fibers that may be industrially utilized.” 
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Pulp Wood Man Charged with Embezzlement

Bancor, Maine, December 4, 1917.—Everett E. Amy, acting 
president of the American Realty Company, the sprucewood branch 
of the International Paper Gompany, was arrested in Lancaster, 
N. H., on November 30, charged with embezzlement of $90,000 
from the company. On his arraignment in Portland municipal 
court, Saturday, his case was continued until December 7, and he 
was released in bail of $40,000, which he furnished in cash 

Mr. Amy was until recently acting manager of the Maine branch 
of the American Realty Company, headquarters being in New 
York. He was interested in the purchase of timberland fer cus- 
tomers. It is alleged that his company deposited a check for 
$200,000 with the Eastern Trust & Banking Company of Bangor. 
Later, it is alleged, he persuaded the trust company to transfer the 
money to his personal account. 

It is charged that Mr. Amy drew about $80,000 for the purpose 
of paying for a tract of wild land. It is further alleged that he 
said he paid $10 an acre for the same, but in reality it cost him 
only: $3 an acre. 

Mr. Amy Has lived in Portland for four years, and two years 
ago purchased a palatial residence in one of the suburbs of that 
city, also a handsome summer home at Cape Elizabeth.

News of the Philadelphia Trade 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. |] 

PHILADELPHIA, December 3, 1917.—Auer & Twitchell, of Ninth 
and Chestnut streets, general paper dealers, announce that they 
have closed negotiations for the opening of a big general office 
with warehouse in New York City. It will be located at 14 and 
16 Waverley place, where the firm will have the first floor, base- 
ment and sub-basement, with a total floor space of from 12,000 
to 15,000 square feet. 

Coincident with the removal of the present New York head- 
quarters from the Woolworth building, Frederick Fugle, Francis 
Hight and Clarence Lloyd, formerly with the Charles F. Hubbs 
& Co., of New York, will join the forces of Auer & Twitchell, 
having become interested in the firm. Russell Chapman and 
Warren Chichester will continue in their present positions. 

Auer & Twitchell intend to make a drive for the large con- 
suming and converting trade in New York. They will carry 
full lines of paper, twine and paper specialties. Eventually the 
main offices of the firm may be transferred to that city. Under 
the: present plan, J. F. Auer is spending a great deal of his time 
there. Miss E. S. Bradbury, secretary, also keeps in touch with 
the New York office. William Cruthers is helping with the re- 
moval in New York and may remain at that office. 

The growth of this firm has been one of the most remarkable in 
the history of the industry here. At the outbreak of the war, 
E. W. Twitchell, one of the partners, enlisted. Although this 
doubled the work of the other partner, he has more than proved 
equal to it. Recently, new headquarters were taken at Ninth 
and Chestnut streets, where the firm has an entire second floor. 
This gave twice the floor space of the old offices at 41 South 
Fourth street, but is still hardly adequate for the volume of busi- 
ness done. 

A subsidiary of the firm is the Consolidated Paper Tube Com- 
pany, which was started just about a year ago. It is now three 
months behind in deliveries. Plans have been made to add several 
machines each month for the next six months in the hope of catch- 
ing up. The plant is running three nights a week at present, in 
addition to the day shifts. Plans are now being drawn by an 
architect for a new and modern plant, construction of which has 
been held up by the shortage of labor and the high cost of 
material. 

Although the D. L. Ward Paper Company has been one of the 


hardest hit by enlistments and the operation of the selective con- 
scription act, the worst is yet to come apparently. H. J. Hentz, 
head of the advertising service department, is in line for a call 
which he is expecting daily. Out of fourteen taken in the draft 
from the Ward company’s force, only one has been rejected, and 
he has recently returned to work. 

Philadelphia dealers report that business is showing signs of 
picking up some of the activity that marked the closing months of 
last year. Last minute, rush Christmas orders are keeping most 
oi the fine paper jobbers busy. 

Mills in this vicinity are having troubles of their own with the 
coal situation. There has been a marked shortage in this city 
for some time, and although cars have been diverted from time 
to time the relief is only temporary. Interruption of shipments 
is also getting worse. Some outlying mills are using motor trucks 
to get their stock from the city dealers and to bring in the finished 
product. 


' Three Inch Paper Supports 126 Pounds 


KaLaMAzoo, Mich., December 3, 1917.—A young lady usually 
visits the photographer for a “sitting’—but Miss Lorna E. Stewart, 
residing at 949 West Lovell street, went for a “hanging!”

A loop was made 
from the regular paper out of 
stock—the ends being sealed with 
silicate of soda. Two round bars 
were slipped into the loop, the 
upper bar caught at the ends with 
wire and suspended from the ceil- 
ing and a “trapeze” hooked to the 
lower bar on which Miss Stewart 
hung suspended several inches 
above the rug when the photo- 
graph was taken.

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NEW METHOD OF PRECIPITATING SULPHITE OFF LYE 


H. Landmark, a Norwegian Engineer, Is Granted Patents on the Precipitation of Organic Bodies in Sulphite 
off Lye—This New Process Accomplishes a Similar Precipitation, Described in the Paper Trade 
Journal Recently—New Process of Regaining Heat Used for Evaporation During 
Distillation and Condensation—Details of the Process and Claims of the Inventor. 


EspecIALLy TRANSLATED By A. Komp FOR THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL. 


A Norwegian—H. Landmark—has obtained a patent on the pre- 
cipitation procéss of sulphuric off lyes, thereby entering into com- 
petition with the process of Strehlenert (described in an August 
number of the PAPER TRADE JOURNAL), says Papier Journalen. 

The principle in Strehlenert’s process aims at the oxydation of 
the sulphurous acid present in the off lye, this acid appearing in 
the formula SO, in the lignosulpho salt in which the lignin sub- 
stances are changed and precipitated in the form of coal powder; 
this oxydation is produced by the oxygen in the air under pres- 
sure of about 20 atmospheres with an addition of a small propor- 
tion of sulphuric acid. In Landmark’s process the oxydation is 
performed with the application of ozon, which is produced in his 
process by means of electric sparks in the autoclave; the required 
pressure is in this manner reduced to from 10 to 14 atm. and the 
addition of sulphuric acid is superfluous. The production is thus 
claimed to be considerably cheaper than in Strehlenert’s process. 

Engineer Landmark lately performed his new process in Winger’s 
electric workshop in Christiania in the presence of a few invited 
gentlemen. He applied a small copper autoclave and an off lye 
from the cellstuff factory Gulscogen, and a small addition of sul- 
phuric acid. The development of sparks occurred in the upper 
part of the autoclave and the electric current proved 1,000 volts. 
The ozonifying .process was performed under a pressure of 2 to 3 
atm., since it is difficult to obtain sparks under higher pressure; 
the process was finished in one hour of boiling time under a pres- 
sure of 11 atm. 

The filtered product presented a black powder, and according 
to an analysis performed by the Chemist C. H. Bruff it was shown 
that the net product appeared to represent the round weight of 
60 grams per liter lye. The heating power of the product will 
be examined in the near future. 

Further details are described in the patent claim as follows: 
The sulphite off lye contains organic substances—the so-called 
lignin stuff, combined with sulpho acids. In order to precipitate 
these organic substances they can be heated under pressure by a 
stronger acid, such as, for instance, sulphuric acid, whereby the 
lignin sulpho acids, by liberation of SO., are split. Under a pres- 
sure of 6 to 7 atm. we obtain practically a precipitation of all 
organic matter, conjointly denominated lignin stuff—that is, repeat- 
edly disintegrating lignin sulpho acid. However, this procedure is 
without practical significance, as the quantity of acid of at least 
2 per cent to be added is so large that the expense is not propor- 
tionate to the value of the precipitated organic matter. The sul- 
phite of lye contains free sulphurous acid that is self-evidently 
transformable into sulphuric acid. This sulphuric acid splits an 
equivalent quantity of sulpho acid, which is contained in the lignin 
stuff ; the thus liberated sulphurous acid is oxydized into sulpliuric 
acid. This process is performed according to the Norwegian patent 
No. 24,140. In this process the oxydation is performed with air, 
respectively oxygen under pressure of about 20 atm. and under 
a temperature af about 200 degrees Celsius. This high pressure 
under this high temperature is required to oxydize SO, into SO,— 
consequently these proportions must be applied during the entire 
precipitation process—while the disintegration of lignin sulpho acid 
combination in case of sufficient presence of sulphuric acid is pro- 
ceeding under a pressure of from 6 to 7 atm. The experiment has 
proven that the operation under the stated pressure is also prac- 
ticable or that the oxydation is performable under said pressure. 

Peroxide of hydrogen is an autoclave containing sulphite of 


lye under 6-7 atm. pressure will oxydize the free SO., and we 
obtain therewith a precipitate which has already been described 
above in the first part. By the aid of oxygen in the condition to 
perform a reaction the SO, of the lye is oxydizable into SO, under 
a pressure that is capable.of precipitating lignin stuff under 7 atm, 
Active oxygen—ozon—will act in the same manner. The direct 
application of peroxide of hydrogen will evidently appear to be 
uneconomical, but we can manage to produce the oxygen in the 
same autoclave that has been placed under a pressure of 7 atm. 
on the start by pumping oxygen or air, to be followed by the 
action of electric sparks. 

Another method can be performed by directing ozon or ozonized 
air into the autoclave under application of suitable pressures and 
temperatures. 

Patent claim: 

1. Process of settling organic matter in sulphite off lyes under 
pressure whereby the sulphuric acid combinations are disintegrated 
by the action of a stronger acid that is developed by the precipita- 
tion process itself before or during the settling process of the SO, 
that is present in the lye—distinguishable by the activity of the 
electric sparks in the autoclaves that are serving for precipitating 
the organic matter and thereby can be placed under a considerably 
reduced pressure. 

2. Process following the Claim 1 distinguishable by the intro- 
Guction of active oxygen in the autoclaves serving for precipita- 
tion of the organic matter—in the form of ozonized oxygen or 
ozonized air—Papier Journalen, 


A New Lye Evaporator 


A new process of regaining the heat used for evaporation during 
distillation and condensation is described in Svensk Pappers Tiding 
as follows: 

At present the usual method of regaining the heat of steam 
applied during evaporation of watery solutions is based on the 
principle of multiple evaporation, i. e., that the steam produced 
in an evaporator is reapplicable in an adjoining compartment, 
wherein the degree of heat is 15 to 20 per cent lower than in the 
first compartment. This process is repeated so that the boiling 
steam from the second compartment is utilized for boiling in a 
third compartment, etc. Practical experience and great pressure 
differences are, however, limiting the operation to 3 or 4 boiling 
divisions, so that, after all, 6ne-quarter or one-third part of the 
heat is lost. 

According to the new process, however, the steam or evaporation 
heat is entirely regained and even in one single apparatus, as dem- 
onstrated in the following description: 

The new evaporators are operated according to the principle 
that by increasing the pressure on the steam produced during evap- 
oration by a small compression the temperature of the steam is 
raised several degrees—so that the heat of the compressed steam 
can be passed through the pipes into the cold liquid that has to be 
evaporated, thus effecting renewed evaporation of the liquid mass. 

The same amount of steam thus produced and suctioned by the 
compressor is at the same time condensed on the pressure sur- 
face of the heating pipes, and we possess in this way an auto- 
matically condensing evaporator. 

The evaporator consists of a system of connected steam pipes 
firmly secured in a vertical position on the inside of a cylinder.

IN CANADA AFTER ELECTION 


Manufacturers Feel That It Is an Injustice to Extend Time Until 
January 20, When They Are Compelled to Furnish Pub- 
lishers with Paper at the 2'/ac. Rates—Regarded as a Cer- 
tainty, However, That Paper Will Be Dearer After That 
Date—Much Hoped for Relief in the Car Situation Has 
Not Materialized, and as a Result Car Shortage is Worst 
in History of Country.

MontTrEAL, Que., December 3, 1917.—Steps have been taken to 
postpone the question of fixing the price of news print until after 
the general election, the campaign for which is now on in Canada. 
The action of R. A. Pringle, control- 
ler of paper, in extending the period 
during which the 2% cent rate on news 
print will apply, thus compelling man- 
ufacturers to supply Canadian pub- 
lishers with paper at that rate until 
January 20, is held to be an injustice 
on the mill men, and this feeling is 
emphasized by the news from New 
York that the Federal Trade Com- 
mission, under an agreement with the 
manufacturers, has fixed the price in 
the United States at 3 cents per 
pound, the same to be subject to re- 
vision after Apri] 1.

Car Situation Extremely Serious 


The hoped-for relief in the car situation has not materialized, 
and as a consequence the car shortage on the Canadian railways 
is now the worst in the history of the country. The Canadian 
railways still state that despite every effort it is impossible to get 
Canadian cars back from United States railways. “One of these 
days,” said a railway man closely in touch with the situation, in 
conversation with the writer, “some of the big American news- 
papers will be found to have suspended publication for the time 
being, because they will not be able to get their supply of paper 
on time. That is just how serious the problem has become. At 
the present time there are many days when the pulp and paper 
mills never get more than 50 per cent. of their requirements in 
cars, and few of them ever get more than 75 per cent. As for 
shippers of pulpwood, their car supply these days is practically 
nil.” In fact, the whole trade is being most seriously hampered, 
and production is being kept down in consequence. The only 
hope now appears to be that the United States Government will 
carry out some scheme for pooling services, equipment and term- 
inals, somewhat similar to that now being organized on Canadian 
railways, and that under such a scheme, it may be found to be 
possible to return to Canada the many thousands of Canadian cars

The directors 
are expected to meet in Montreal this 
week, and there are some rumors that 
they are considering the inauguration 
of a dividend, but these rumors are 
heavily discounted.

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Paper Bills Not Needed 


The second session of the Sixty-fifth Congress, which convened 





Monday of this week, is of more than ordinary interest to the 
paper trade. It was believed that the disposition of the news print 
case in New York last week, and the resulting provision for 3-cent 
news print paper would cause to be discontinued most of the ut- 
terly foolish measures before Congress in connection with the 
paper industry. But judging from the latest advices from Wash- 
ington, this impression apparently is not well founded. 

In spite of the arrangement that has been provided between 
the news print manufacturers and the publishers there still seems 
a likelihood that the resolution recently introduced by Senator 
Smith of Arizona and favorably reported in the Senate just before 
the recess may, at the instance of the smaller publishers, be urged 
for final passage into law. This is to be greatly regretted. 

The regulation and control of the paper industry, as provided for 
in the Smith resolution, will not be a good thing for the paper 
business, and it is not likely that it will insure to the publishers 
supplies of paper at any lesser price than will be brought about 
by the arrangement provided for in the recent adjustment of the 
news print case. 

The smaller publishers, it is reported, are satisfied with the 
prices suggested, but state they fear that not all of the manufac- 
turers will abide by the agreement; just as it is stated the man- 
ufacturers did not abide by their promises early in the year, when 
the Federal Trade Commission fixed the price of news print paper 
at 2% cents. Unfortunately, there has always been a big mis- 
understanding regarding just what the Federal Trade Commission 
did in this matter.

Need of Eronomy and Saving 


The war saving stamp campaign started off vigorously all over 
the country on Monday, according to reports furnished to the 
Treasury Department at Washington. 

War Savings Certificate Stamps and United States Thrift Stamps 
(together with Thrift Cards and War Savings Certificates, with 
suitable pocket envelopes for such certificates) will be furnished 
(1) to postoffices for sale to the public and to agents of the first 
class, and (2) to Federal Reserve Banks, as fiscal agents of the 
United States, for distribution to agents of the second class, and 
also for sale to banks which are agents of the first class. Post- 
offices and Federal Reserve banks will maintain an available supply 
of stamps, certificates and cars in mounts sufficient to meet the 
requirements for such distribution and sales. 

Banks, bankers and trust companies; railroad and express com- 
panies; department and other retail stores; the duly authorized 
representatives of labor, fraternal and other associations; and other 
corporations, partnerships, and individuals who patriotically offer 
their services without expense, either to the United States or to 
purchasers, will be among those whom the Secretary of the 
Treasury will in his discrétion appoint as agents to sell the stamps, 
certificates and cards. 

Blank forms of application for appointment as agent, with neces- 
sary information as to execution and filing, may be obtained from 
any money-order postoffice, from agent banks, or from State or 
local representatives of the National War-Savings Committee. 
Appointments will be made only under authorization of the S 
retary of the Treasury. 

A United States War Saving Certificate, Series of 1918, will 
an obligation of the United States when, and only when, one 
more United States War Savings stamps, Series of 1918, shall 
affixed thereto. 
such stamps, and each of such stamps thereto affixed will have a 


Each of such certificates will have spaces for 20 
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maturity value of $5 on January 1, 1923, which will accordingly 
give each such certificate; when bearing its full complement of 
such stamps, a maturity value of $100 on said date. No certificate 
will be issued unless at the same time one or more War Savings 
Stamps shall be purchased and affixed thereto, but no additional 
charge will be made for the certificate itself. The name of the 
owner of each certificate must be written upon such certificate at 
the time of the issue thereof. 

Owners of War Savings Certificates will be entitled to receive, 
on January 1, 1923, at the Treasury Department in Washington, 
or at a money-order postoffice, upon surrender of such certificates 
and upon compliance with all other provisions thereof, $5 in 
respect of each War Savings Stamp, Series of 1918, then affixed 
thereto, but no postoffice shall be required to make any such pay- 
ment until ten days after receiving written demand therefor. 

Any owner of a War Savings Certificate, at his option, will be 
entitled to receive at any time after January 2, 1918, and prior to 
January 1, 1923, at a money-order postoffice, upon surrender of his 
certificate and upon compliance with all other provisions thereof, 
in respect of each War Savings Stamp, Series of 1918, then affixed 
to such certificate, the amount of the face of the stamp or stamps 
affixed, plus 1 cent per month for each stamp, but no postoffice 
shall make any such payment until 10 days after receiving written 
demand therefor.

Paper Man to Head New War Bureau 


Detroit, Mich., December 3, 1917.—Accepting the request of the 
priorities committee of the War Industries Board of the Council 
of National Defense, F. H. Macpherson, president and treasurer 
of the Detroit Sulphite Pulp and Paper Company, left for Wash- 
ington, D. C., today, to direct the work of the division of investiga- 
tion, in the capacity of chief of the division. 

The work falling to the division of investigation primarily will 
be that of investigating claims of applicants for priority in those 
cases where the right of priority is not clearly established and 
reporting thereon. 

Special investigations will be made by this division of conditions 
surrounding any given industry or locality where the question 
involved extends beyond the claim of any particular applicant for 
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priority, for example where the demand exceeds the supply and it 
becomes necessary to reduce or eliminate non-essential demands. 

In accepting his new post, Mr. Macpherson is influenced entirély 
by patriotic motives, as the position carries no Salary. 


Norwegians Buy Large Paper Mill 


British capitalists have sold to a combine of Norwegian trades- 
men, backed by the Bank of Norway, the Kellner-Partington Com- 
pany, one of the largest wood pulp and paper mill properties in 
the Scandinavian Peninsula. The purchase price was in excess of 
$30,000,000. 

The Kellner-Partington Company for nearly thirty years has 
owned one of the best waterfalls in Norway, the Sarpsfoss, at 
which the company erected extensive chemical wood pulp and 
paper mills, as well as chemical factories. The concern also owns 
more than 100,000 acres of forest land in Norway, and consider- 
ably more than 200,000 acres in Sweden, with important chemical 
and mechanical pulp mills and paper mills. The Norwegian in- 
terests, which have bought the property, plan to turn the business 
into a joint stock company. 


British China-Clay Combine 

Consul Robert S. S. Bergh, Stoke-on-Trent, announces that the 
chairman of the St. Austall China Clay Works has announced an 
agreement with other china-clay producing companies representing 
about 98 per cent. of the production in this industry, by which it is 
expected to insure the regular distribution of the output of clay 
according to the capacity of each company and the quality of its 
product. A price advance of 33% per cent. will go into effect 
January 1, 1918. 

Present quotations for china clay range from 13s. to £1 10s. 
(from $3.15 to $7.30) per long ton, f. o. b. Cornwall. 


U. S. Blacklists 1,600 Firms 


The first blacklist of the United States against enemy firms 
and corporations and against concerns with enemy associations 
has been issued by the War Trade Board to prevent trade by 
American dealers, except by license, with 1,600 designated firms 
in South and Central American countries and the West Indies. 
Enforcement of the stringent prohibitions is effected by the im- 
position of a $10,000 maximum fine or if the offender is a nat- 
uralized person imprisonment for not more than ten years or 
both.

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PULPWOOD CONSUMPTION AND 
WOOD PULP PRODUCTION 1916* 


The Forest Service undertook the compilation of statistics on 
pulpwood consumption and wood pulp production in 1916 in co- 
operation with the News-Print Manufacturers Association. The 
conditions in the pulp and paper industry recently have been such 
as to emphasize the need for current statistics on consumption of 
pulpwood and production of wood pulp. With cordial coopera- 
tion on the part of the officers and members of the News-Print 
association very complete reports were promptly obtained from 
nearly all establishments. An advance statement containing 
essential data was issued February 21, 1917. The association con- 
tributed funds for the necessary additional clerical assistance and 
for printing the final report. 


Summary 

In 1916 the reported consumption of pulpwood in the United 
States was larger than for any previous year for which similar 
statistics were collected. The total quantity used by the 230 estab- 
lishments reporting was 5,228,558 cords}, an increase of 757,795 
cords, or 17 per cent, over the 4,470,763 cords consumed by the 
223 mills reporting in 1914, the last year for which statistics of this 
kind were compiled. Of the total consumption, 4,444,565 cords were 
of domestic production and 783,993 cords were imported. The in- 
creased consumption of pulpwood naturally resulted in a larger 
output of wood pulp. The quantity produced during 1916 amounted 
to 3,271,310 tons and represents an increase of 378,160 tons, or 13 
per cent, more than the 2,893,150 tons produced in 1914. Of the 
total amount of pulp produced during the year, 1,505,547 tons 
were manufactured by the mechanical process, 1,401,600 tons by 
the sulphite process, 290,724 tons by the soda process and 73,439 
tons by the sulphate process. 


The figures given in the above summary and those shown in the 
balance of the report are based entirely upon the schedules re- 
ceived from the 230 establishments which actually reported their 
operations for 1916. In addition to the mills which furnished re- 
ports, however, there were five from which schedules could not

Table 1 shows the quantity of each kind of wood used for pulp 
as reported by the establishments for the years 1909, 1911, i914 
and 1916 and the per cent which each represents of the respective 
annual total. During 1916 wood of 21 different species was em- 
ployed in the manufacture of pulp. Spruce continued to hold first 
place as the premier pulpwood, contributing 3,101,660 cords 
slightly more than 59 per cent of the total number of cords co: 
sumed by the industry in 1916. Of this number 2,399,993 cords 
were of domestic production and 701,667 cords were imported, 
from Canada. The consumption of spruce in 1916 was greate 
than the quantity reported in 1914 by 440,865 cords. Hemlock was 
second in importance, the quantity used by the plants in 1916 
ing 760,226, or 14.60 per cent, of the total quantity of all species 
of wood reported. The quantity reported was greater than the 
1914 consumption by 157,472 cords. In the compilation of these 
statistics for former years aspen was listed as poplar. The latter 
term as commonly used by the pulp-making trade in the northern 
states refers entirely to the two species of aspen which grow most 
abundantly in that region, namely Populus tremuloides and 
Populus grandidentata. It does not, however, cover that re- 
ported by the mills in Virginia, West Virginia and North Carolina, 
which is undoubtedly yellow poplar or tulip poplar (Liriodendron 
tulipifera). For this reason in the preparation of the statistics for 
1916 the classification of these species has been changed so as to 
show aspen and yellow poplar figures separately. The total 
amount of aspen used during the year amounted to 411,696 cords, 
placing it third in rank among the woods used by the industry. 
Of the total quantity consumed, 329,370 cords were of domestic 
and 82,326 cords of foreign production. Balsam fir came next in 
the list with a total of 301,032 cords or over twice as much as was

used in 1914. In 1914 a total of 141,359 cords of pie was re- 
ported by the mills, of which 79,322 cords were listed as southern 
yellow pine and 62,037 merely as pine without further classifica- 
tion. In this report the pine which was reported has been sepa- 
rated into yellow pine and jack pine. Of the former there were 
90,310 <ords reported and 80,068 cords of the latter. Taken as a 
whole and compared with the total quantity reported in 1914, 
pine shows an increased consumption in 1916 in comparison with 
the 1914 figures of 29,019 cords. The consumption of white fir in 
1916 in the manufacture of pulp was 49,425 cords or 9,777 cords 
more than was reported in 1914. As explained above yellow poplar 
has been listed separately in these statistics. The total quantity of 
this species used during the year was 37,974 cords. Other woods 
reported were, in the order of the quantity consumed, gum, 37,391 
cords, tamarack, 33,271 cords, cottonwood, 22,211 cords, and bass- 
wood, 11,481 cords, the latter wood being used in sufficient quantity 
to be classed separately for the first time in these statistics. The 
quantities reported for these species all represent increases over 
the amounts reported for the same woods in 1914. In addition to 
the different species of wood mentioned, several others were re- 
ported in amounts not sufficiently large to warrant their being 
listed separately for each of the years shown in the table. For

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this reason they have been grouped under the heading of “all 
other species” and include Douglas fir, white pine, sycamore, 
willow, buckeye, cucumber, beech, birch, and maple. The com- 
bined consumption of these woods by the industry in 1916 was 
90,969 cords. The last item of consumption shown in the tabula- 
tion consists of 200,844 cords of slabs and other types of mill or 
woods waste. This material contributed 3.9 per cent of the total 
consumption in 1916, and less by 53,043 cords than the quantity 
reported in 1914. 

Diagram 1 shows the comparative rank of the 12 leading woods 
employed by the industry from 1906 to 1916. The change in the 
relative position of several of them for the years mentioned is 
noticeable and reveals not only a growing scarcity of some of the 
higher priced woods but a tendency to turn toward species cheapet 
in price and of lesser pulp value, the commercial use of whic 
has been made possible through scientific methods employe 
their use at the mill. 

Diagram 2 shows graphically the total cost and consumption ‘

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NEW METHOD OF 'PRECIPITATING SULPHITE OFF LYE

The closed space thus formed represents a receiver,of the com- 
pressed steam, and the condenser of the evaporator is therefore 
provided with an inlet pipe of the steam and an outlet pipe for the 
condensed water. 

The upper part of the apparatus is provided with a closed ar- 
rangement for distributing the circulating liquid for evaporation, 
and a receptacle in steam-tight condition is secured in the lower 
part for collecting the liquid and the vapored steam. 

The liquid is passed through a centrifugal pump and forced 
through a pipe on the outside into the upper distributing device; 
the evaporated steam is suctioned by a compresser and is passed 
in the receiver to the side of the condenser in the evaporator. 

A swimmer acting on a valve connected with a water tank is 
installed in the lower chamber for the purpose of replacing the 
liquid that has been reduced by vaporing and tapping by the cen- 
trifugal pump. 

The advantage of an intense evaporating capacity under a small 
difference of temperature is obtained by the described evaporation 
produced by forcible circulation of the liquid and by squirting 
liquid on the heat-conveying surface. 

The foregoing description shows great economy in the construc- 
tion of the apparatus, small surface, light pressure and a very mod- 
erate consumption of steam. 

The evaporation can be performed in a self-regulating manner, 
so that only a limited superintendence is required. 

The following calculation explains the saving in power: The- 
oretically 10/7 calories are required for heating 1 kg. steam per 
100 degrees C. up to 101 degrees C., and the raising is nearly pro- 
portioned to each degree, at least in the first 10 degrees. 

This proves for heating one ton of steam from 100 degrees to 
105 degrees an increase of pressure of one atmosphere to 1.2 atm.,

and that the theoretical consumption of heat shows = 10/7 x 
10,000 & 5 = 7.143 calories. A kilowatt hour is 859 calories. The 
degree of effect of a larger compressor is 70 to 75 per cent. The 
degree of effect during transmission or in an electric motor is 
90 per cent. 

Consequently the evaporation of one ton water in one hour by 
compression consumes:

For maintaining the humidity on the heat conducting surface 
the required circulation of the liquid demands at most 1.5 hp. or 
1 kw. per 1 ton of evaporated water—thus one ton of water is 
evaporated by only 14.5 kw. 

We can obtain by using a gas suctioning apparatus one hp. for 
0.8 kw. = 0.37 kg. coal, consequently for 18.5 hp. 185 0.37 = 
&85 kg. coal are required for evaporation of one ton of water, 
or an evaporation answering to one part of coal to 146 parts of 
water. 

By comparison of this result with that of the multiple evaporator 
answering to one part of coal to 25 parts of water, we find that the 
merit of superiority is readily decidable.

The softness evident in the development of the general paper 
market continued during the past week. There were no indications 
of severe drops, but the general tone did not change from the direc- 
tion that the market has been taking for some time past. 

New price lists have been circulated by some of the mills to 
jobbers. One in particular was noted on book papers. This one 
quoted a very high grade M. F. paper at 6.75c. This represents 
a decline for this particular high grade book paper. Other grades 
of Machine Finish are quoted at 534@6. The market in book 
papers for nearly all grades is comparatively weak. Economy has 
been the predominant motive in causing a good many concerns who 
would ordinarily use book paper in getting several catalogues or 
booklets a year to getting out, say, only one a year; and so on 
down the line. In other words the war thus far has cut off con- 
sumption to a degree that has already had its effect upon book 
paper prices. The mills state, however, that they are fairly active, 
and are optimistic as to the turn the market will take. 

In writings, the demand has been fair. Large government orders 
are being placed that have held up the tone somewhat. The 
demand will no doubt continue as it is for the present with prices 
for writings fairly firm. The factor to cause the steadiness of 
prices in fine writings undoubtedly will be the scarcity of rags 
suitable for use in making high grade papers. 

In news the demand during the week continued strong. Echoes 
of the news print agreement were heard in the trade to the effect 
that the best interests of both parties were conserved. One of the 
metropolitan newspapers will shortly commence the operation of 
the mill it purchased in Brooklyn last week. Perhaps it may be 
pointed out that this publication will then find out for itself the 
exact cost of making news print. The general tone of the market 
in news is considered good and stocks on hand are increasing. 
Contract rolls at the mills are selling at 3.00@3.25c. per pound. 
Transient rolls hold at 3.25@3.50c. 

The cheaper grades of paper have eased up. “Nobody buys on 
a falling market,” said one jobber. Perhaps he is right, but the 
present is, in the opinion of those qualified to know, the best time 
to buy paper because of the untoward conditions that loom up 
before the entire nation with regard to transportation, coal, steel 
and iron, labor, etc. 

The board market is soft. Some chip board has been sold as 
low as $34. The demand has eased up and prices have followed 
suit. Large government purchases in boards have seemed to 
strengthen the general situation. 


Mechanical Pulp Soft 


The stiffening in mechanical pulp reported last week proved to 
be only a flurry, and the market again settled back with a soft 
undertone. There are quantities of ground wood offered at prices 


that appear very cheap. For instance, one offer was noted at $24, 


per ton. The grade of this could not be ascertained, and this price 
is considerably below the market level. The range conservatively 
given for first quality ground wood continues to be around $34@36 
per ton f. o. b. mill in the East. 

As is natural, the news print mills are the largest consumers, 
although considerable ground wood is being bought by wrapping 
interests. The general conditions prevalent point to a continued 
quiet market. 

Chemical Pulp Continues Quiet 

The pulp market which determines ordinarily the price of finished 
sulphite and other papers is at present being highly influenced by 
the market in finished papers. A soft tone in the paper market has 
produced a soft tone in chemical pulps. There was little change 


to report in the local situation as things in general were considered 
quiet with little variation in distributing conditions. The drop 
in foreign exchange to Scandinavian countries did not help ma- 
terially in the demand for foreign pulps. Foreign bleached sulphite 
continues at 8@9c. with easy bleaching at 5.25@6.00c. 

In the domestic market prices, while showing a tendency to ease 
off, showed no quotable variation. Bleached sulphite held at 
5.25@6.00c. with unbleached at 3.00@3.25c. 


Roofing Strong in Rags 


Roofing and new cotton rags enjoyed the better demand in the 
rag market during the past week. Number one roofing stock js 
quoted at 1.90@2.00c. per pound. The mills are buying roofing 
again after a period in which they did not seem to display very 
keen interest. 

New rags are being chosen in preference to old rags. New blue 
cottons have a firm tone. Thirds and blues are somewhat off, as 
are street soiled whites and black stockings. 


Bright Bagging Has Demand 


The market in bagging continued rather dull. The demand was 
still somewhat off and bright and sound bagging had the principal 
demand. 

Paper Stock Softening 

The paper stock market seems to be going through an extended 
period of softening. Prices have continued to ease until they are 
in some cases about half of what they once were. No. 1 hard whites 
are off, being quoted at 3.80@4c.

News from the Kalamazoo District 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

KaLaMazoo, Mich., December 3, 1917.—S. B. Monroe, acting 
president of the Bardeen Paper Company, is authority for the 
statement that the No. 3 mill, recently destroyed by fire, is not to 
be rebuilt in the immediate future. “The paper business is very 
quiet now; the cost of building materials, labor and machinery 
is excessive,” said Mr. Monroe. “A plant erected at this time 
would involve too great overhead to be a practical business prop- 
osition. We have provided for the erection of a modern mill at 
a time when building operations will be feasible.” 

The Central Paper Company, of Muskegon, has written an em- 
ployes’ insurance policy on its 404 employes, aggregating $336,000. 
Insurance for the employes ranges all the way from $300 for the 
single man or woman who has been in the employ of the company 
for three months or more up to $1,300 for the married man who 
has been in the employ of the company over five years. For the 
employe who sticks there is a maximum possibility of $2,000 as 
well. The insurance is without any cost whatever to the individ- 
ual employes. 

The Trowbridge dam of the Consumers Power Company, located 
on the Kalamazoo River near Allegan, is down. Idleness is due to 
the breaking of a large coupling that connects the drive shaft of 
the water wheels to the generator. The accident cripples the com- 
panay, as all steam plants are hard pressed for fuel. 


Water Power for State Paper Mill Is Problem 


MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., November 30, 1917.—The question of the 
power of the state to condemn private land to acquire waterpower 
to operate the proposed state-owned paper mill has been sub- 
mitted by State Auditor Preus to Attorney General Smith for his 
cpinion. The proposal that the state should establish a paper mill 


to insure a good market for its spruce pulp and perhaps to utilize 
waterpower on state land was made by members of the Minnesota 
Editorial association a year ago, when a paper famine threatened 
publishers of country newspapers. The last legislature passed an 
act directing the state auditors to investigate the proposal, and 
finding that no water powers are available on state land, Mr. |’reus 
raised the acquisition question. 


Alkali Proof Colors

The general market in paper making chemicals continued quiet. 
A large and steady volume of business was reported, and man- 
ufacturers are generally optimistic as to the outlook. A firmer 
tone was evident in bleaching powder, upon the announcement 
that the government was considering the taking over of a con- 
siderable quantity of this product for its needs. Prices quoted 
helow are for large quantities, 

ALUM.—The market in alum is not particularly lively at present. 
Dealers state consumers are showing comparatively small interest. 
Prices are somewhat easier. For lump ammonia alum the range is 
4@4%c. per pound, with ground at 4.10@4.75c. per pound on spot. 
Lump potash alum sold at 8@834c. per pound. Chrome ammonia 
alum eased up, and the range is now 183%4@19c. per pound. 

BLEACHING POWDER.—A firm tone has been current in 
this market, after a period of uneasiness. Prime bleach in large 
quantities sells at 2c per pound on spot. The range goes as high 
as 3%4c per pound. 

BRIMSTONE.—Brimstone is a scarce commodity these days, 
owing to the lack of sufficient transportation facilities, caused by 
railroad embargoes. The market is practically at a standstill. 
A large and active demand is current, but supplies are difficult to 
obtain and are wholly nominal. These are $35@45 per long ton 
on spot; at the mines nominal prices are $30@35 per long ton. 

CASEIN.—The demand for casein continued more or less quiet 
during the past week, with very little significant change to be noted. 
Mills which ordinarily purchase this product for six or eight 
months in advance are buying conservatively on the hand-to-mouth 
basis. The trend of the market at present is toward ease, although 
it some quarters actual supplies are not regarded as plentiful, but 
on the other hand the determining factor in the present market is 
the comparative inaction of the consuming demand, which is re- 
garded as not being seasonable. Prices go as low as 14c. per pound 
and in some cases lower, depending upon the quantity desired. 

CAUSTIC SODA.—This market reflects considerable ease in 
its tone. Prices are slightly lower than they were last week. The 
range for the 76 per cent. product was 7.75@8.15c. per pound on 
spot. Consumers are considered to be well stocked up. 

CHINA CLAY.—Domestic clay sold at $13@16 per ton at the 
mines for the refined, washed product. The demand is considered 
fair. Little foreign clay is coming over, although one hears of an 
odd shipment now and then. As a factor in the present market, 
however, foreign clays are practically negligible. 

ROSIN.—Business was reported as being larger, with sales prin- 
cipally in the paper making grades. Large sales to Australian and 
South American export interests were features. The following 
prices show advances over last week: Grades E and F, $7.15; G at 
$7.20 per 280 pounds. 

SODA ASH.—The demand for this product has dropped off 
somewhat. An easy undertone is apparent, and prices have gone 
lower. The light 58 per cent. in bags sold at 2.90@3.10c. per 
pound on spot; in barrels f. 0. b. works the quotation of 3.65c. 
per pound was given. 

STARCH.—For carload lots, freight prepaid to New York City, 
the following quotations are made per 100 pounds: Globe Pearl 
starch, in bag, $5.56; in barrels, $5.69. Buffalo corn starch, in 
bag, $5.74; in barrels, $5.87. Globe powdered starch, in bag, $5.71; 
in barrels, $5.87. Eagle finishing starch, in bag, $5.96. Crystal 
T. B. starch, No. 90, fluidity (hand packed), in bag, $6.26; in 
barrels, $6.53. Crystal T. B. starch, No. 90, fluidity (machine 
packed), in bag, $6.21; in barrels, $6.38. 

These prices include the Federal excise tax of 3 per cent. 

SULPHATE OF ALUMINA.—Business is light in this prod- 
uct. Prices have held steady, however, and no appreciable decline
